STATEMENT HADE 


ON AVIATION 


Washington, Sept. 22.-r-From the oC- 


fice of Brigadier Oencnii Ocorgo S." 
Scrfven, U. S. A., clrieC signal officer 
of the army, a statement has been \s- 
sued on rfviutlon in Ihe army In 
the 


course of. which It Is. rat her 
bluntly 


stated that tho flying situation in the 
United States, viewed strlclly from a 
military standpoint, ia in a critical, 
condition. The statement is in a way 
nn .appeal to Congress. The vulnera- 
bilHy of tho Panama Canal to aerial 
nttack Is pointed out and the prophecy 
is made that aerial navigation is on 
the point of assuming enormous pro- 
portions. - 


•'In regard to aviation 
It may 
be 


noted," the statement rends, "that 
throughout Ihe country the number of 
civilians .who have heretofore underta- 
ken to fly heavier-lhari-alr machines 
for their own;pleasure, for sport ,or 
for money making Is fast dlralhlshlnc 
nnd that It is doubtful whether In tho 
event of war a score of men capable 
of mflking flights useful to nn army 
could;be obtained from civil life, Bui, 
aviation, which may be considered u 
sport by the people of the country n\. 
large, la to the army, a vital necessity 
The time for serious effort In this new 
mllltnry science is at liand.

your pardon.' 
I am glad lo know Ihal I am an American 


woman, after seeing how American men behave in Ihe lace of 
danger. I have never before known men could be so brave, 
and 'unselfish. 
The discipline was perfect and one of the 


sighls 1 will remember is Captain Cann as he appeared stand- 
ing on a piece of wreckage giving directions lo his crew in 
their efforts lo pick up Ihe slrugglcrs in the water."
